Hickman Breaks Down; 
Tells of Strangling 
Abducted Child. 


FEARED SHE WOULD 
MAKE NOISE, HE SAYS 


Prisoner, on Way South to 
Face Trial, Admits He Had 
No Accomplice. 


RETAINED PART OF BODY 
TO OBTAIN THE RANSOM 


Youth Appears Resigned After 
Making Statement; Big 
Crowds Gather. 


On Board the Cascade Limited, Oak- 
land, Calif., Dec. 26 (A.P.)—William E. 
Hickman today confessed that he alone 
killed 12-year-old Marian Parker, of Los 
Angeles, the day after he kidnaped her 
single handed. 

In a confession, amazing for its un- 
rivaled details. of brutality, the 19-year- 
old youth said he strangled the child 
with a piano wire and cut her body 
into pieces in the bath tub of his 
Bellevue apartment in Los Angeles. 
After the strangling Hickman said he 
realized that he must have the body 
to produce for the girl’s father, Perry 
N. Parker, Los Angeles banker, or he 
could not collect ransom. So he de- 
vised the scheme of rigging her eyelids 
with wire and to drop her head to make 
it appear she was alive when he re- 
turned the body to the father for $1,500. 


Eliminates Any Accomplice. 


The confession comple ely eliminated 
th.» mythical accomplice, one Andrew 
Cramer, for whom the police have been 
searching since the youth made his 
first confession after his capture near 
Pendleton, Oreg.. where he sought to 
throw the biame on an iccomplice. He 
had no aid. It was a single-handed 
piece of work, the latest confession 
m de today revealed. 
The confession today removed the 
last shield upon which Hickman relied 
to save him from fhe gallows. When 
he enters the suverior court in Los 
Angeles tomorrow, he will go through 
e formality of enterug a plea 
urder and kidnaping based ca his 
signed confessions o both.

Violent Death Is Indicated by 
Discovery Near Road in 


California. 
San Francisco, Dec. 26 (A.P.).—The 
body of a woman about 45 years old, 
wrapped in old canvas and with the 
hands bound across her breast and the 
feet bound and drawn up behind her 
back, was found today in Lopez Can- 
yon, on the outskirts of town. Sheriff's 
deputies expressed the opinion the 
woman had been dead about 24 hours. 

The mark of a blow from a blunt 
weapon was discovered on the wom- 
an’s forehead, but investigators said it 
did not appear to have been severe 
enough to have caused death, 

The body was dressed in a black 
crepe de chine dress. The victim 
weighed about 145 pounds and was 5 
feet 4 inches in height. She had blue 
eyes and brown hair, Officers reported 
the hands and feet were tied with old 
window sash cord.

DETECTIVES OF CAPITAL 


|Hesse Plans Reorganization 


of Bureau With Promo- 
tion for Sergeant. 


PRATT RETAINS CONTROL 


Reorganization of the Detective Bu- 
reau under a system which will make 
Edward Kelly, now detective sergeant, 
a lieutenant and virtual head of the 
bureau, is being planned by Edwin B. 
Hesse, major and superintendent of 
police. 

Duties which will devolve upon Kel- 
ly under the reorganization scheme 
have not been definitely fixed, it was 
learned at police headquarters yester- 
day. He will, however, it is understood. 
have general supervision of all men 
working out. of the bureau, and will be 
in direct charge of all investigations 
projected by the bureau. 

The various “shifts” at detective 
headquarters will be continued as at 
present, Capt.» Walter Emerson being 
in charge from 8 a. m. to 4 p. m.; De- 
tective Sergt. Joseph Morgan, from 4 
p..m. until midnight, and Detective 
Sergt. Warren Embrey, from midnight 
until 8 a. m. 

Kelly is one of the best known de- 
tgctives in the bureau, and has been 
prominently identified with all of the 
major cases recently investigated by the 
bureau.. He was a partner of the late 
Detective Sergeant Arthur Scrivener. 
ana was the ¢hief investigator of the 
circumstances under which Scrivener 
met his death from a mysterious bullet 
wound. 

Inspector Henry Pratt, unde. the new 
arrangement, retains supervisory control 
of the detective bureau, but Lieut.

MAN IN JAIL WINDOW 


Prisoner, Attempting Escape, 
Js Caught Between Bars, 
Shouts for Help. 


Carlisle, Pa., Dec. 26 (A.P.).—Welding 
apparatus was found necessary to free 


‘an inmate of the county jail here when 


he became caught in the iron-cased 
window of his cell durin. a Christmas 
eve attempt to escape. George W. 
Starner, 19, of York, the prisoner, suf- 
fered injuries that may cause his death. 
He is awaiting trial on six larceny 
charges. 

Starner made his attempt to get 
through the window, 54% inches wide, 
Saturday night. He squirmed through 
until his body caught on the iron cas- 
ing at his hips. For several hours he 
tried to free himself and about 3 o’clock 
yesterday morning shouted for help. 

A deputy sheriff investigated, but 
found thdt even with the help of 
others, using ropes and ofner apparatus, 
he could not dislodge ‘Starner. The 
temperature was about 10 degrees. The 
jail employes threw a blanket o ‘r 
Starner and vent for a welder, who, by 
cutting the iron casing, freed Starner. 
Physicians said the prisoner apparently 
had suffered internal injuries and from 
exposure.

POPULATION, CENSUS 
BUREAU ANNOLNCES 


Estimates Show Increase 
of 100,000 Above 
1920 Figures. 


15,000 ANNUAL GAIN 
INDICATED IN RETURN 


Washington Takes Rank as 
Thirteenth City in Country 
Under Enumeration. 


Washington’s population now is 
540,000, the Census Bureau announced 
yesterday. 

Population figures for the District of 
Columbia climbed 40,000 above the 
half-million mark last summer, an in- 


crease of more than 100,000 over cen-., 


sus totals for 1920, according to the 
estimates. 

Census Bureau statisticians arrived 
at the 540,000 estimate on assumption 
that growth in population since 1920 
followed the same rate of increase as 
n the preceding decade. Approximate 
populations were computed for every 
city over 30,000, through July 1 of 
this year. 

The District total indicates a local 
growth of nearly 15,000 annually in 
the seven-year period, and finds Wash- 
ington in the position. of thirteenth 
largest city in the country. It was fif- 
teenth in 1920. 
with the 437,571 census of 1920, and 
the 497,906 estimate for 1925. 

Baltimore Shows Growth. 


Baltimore, the only Maryland city 
boasting a population of over 30,000 
in 1920, was accredited with an esti- 
mated population of 819,000, represent- 
ing a growth of more than 85,000 since 
the last ernumeration- 

Six Virginia cities were included in 
the estimates. Richmnd, the largest, 
was credited with a total of 191,800, and 
Norfolk was a close second with 179,200 
Statisticians allowed Roanoke a 63,200 
total, and Portmouth a”tensus of 60,700. 
Newport News and Petersburg were next 
in order, with totals of 51,700 and 37,100, 
‘| respectively. 

Huntington, W. Va., showed an ap- 
proximate growth of 16,000 over its 1920 
census, with an estimate of 66,900 as of 
July 1. The population of Charleston, 
W. Va., was estimated at 53,400, as com- 
pared with 39,608 in 1920. 

New York city climbed to within 
20.200 of the 6,000,000 mark if the 
bureau approximate figures are an ac- 
curate indication of the actual popuia- 
tion.* A census of 5,873,856 was noted 
in 1920.

MAN DIES I FIRE 
TD OAVE CHILDREN 
ALREADY RESCUED 


W. J. Kelly Goes to Death 
in Flames Through 
Misunderstanding. 


APARTMENT HOUSE 
DAMAGED IN MORNING 
Three Injured in Five-Alarm 


Blaze; Retired Judge, 96, 
Led to Safety. 


A $30,000 fire, early yesterday morn- 
ing, in the Kensington apartments, 2501 
Fourteenth street northwest, resulted 
in the death of one man and in injury 
to three others. 

William Joseph Kelly, 30 years old, 
an employe in the office of Representa- 
tive Sirovitch, of New York, living in 
apartment 10, on the top floor of the 
five-story building, lost his life when 
overcome while making a second trip 
into the burning building to search ‘for 
two children who already had been 
rescued. 

Those injured were: Guy’H. Keeton, 
28 years old, of 2700 Q street north- 
west, overcome by smoke; Sergt. J. R 
Best, of No. 9°"Engine Co., whe suffered 
a sprained back, and Carroll Hull, of 
No. 21 Engine Co., overcome by smoke. 


Misunderstanding Is Fatal. 


An apparent misunderstanding be- 
tween Kelly and Frank W. Bartley, with 
whom Kelly lived, caused the latter to 
lose his life. Bartley had carried his 
wife and two daughters, Frances, 12 
years old, and Marjorie, 10 years old, to 
safety, when he encountered Kelly on 
the third floor landing. Kelly was mak- 
ing his second trip into the burning 
building and Bartley was making his 
second trip to the street. 

Through the dimly lighted and 
smoke-filled corridors, the two recog- 
nized each other. Kelly said he was 
going up to save Bartley’s two children. 
Bartley told him they already had been 
saved. Apparently Kelly misunder- 
stood and made his way to the fifth 
floor apartment.. He was overcome by 
smoke in the children’s bedroom in 
the rear of the apartment. He was 
discovered, badly burned about the 
face and arms by members of the res- 
cue squad from Engine Company No. 
11. A blanket from the girls’ bed cov- 
ered his face as he lay on the floor, a 
deep gash in his forehead. 

Keeton, a friend of Kelly, who had 
been staying with the latter during 
the holidays, was found in the same 
apartment; partly overcome, by firemen 
Both were taken to Garfield Hospital 
where Dr. E. K. Smith pronounced 
Kelly dead. Keeton was taken to his 
home several hours after being treated 
at the hospital.

Earth Opens Up in Several 
Places During Unusually 
Violet Temblor. 


OTHER CITIES ARE. HIT 


Rome, Italy, Dec. 26 (A.P.).—Rome 
was shaken today by an earthquake of 
unusual violence, lasting about four 
minutes. The first shock was at 4:07 
p. m. 

A fissure was opened up in the popu- 
lous quarter of the city, the ceilings in 
several houses fell and the comhice of a 
church broke off, injuring a priest who 
was passing by. The priest, Ide 
Brando Fortuno, of Rio Janeiro, Bra- 
zil, 27-year-old’ student at Gregoriana 
University, was taken to Poly Clinic 
Hospital, where he was treated for 
minor injuries. 

The tremors were distinctly felt at 
the Vatican. The Pope, in his private 
study, was surprised to see books and 
papers moving perceptibly and the 
furniture wobble in the room. 

The shock varied from 5 to 6 
degrees, according to different locali- 
ties, in Rome itself, increasing to 7 
or 8 degrees at the towns of Rocca Di 
Spectators at a 
football game in the Appian velodrome 
felt the shock distinctly, and a stam- 
pede was threatened in the stands, but 
officials quieted the half panic-stricken 
football fans. Reports from Naples, 
Avezzano, Florence and Milan indicate 
that there was no shock at those 
centers.

PRISONER, HELD Ao DRUNK, 
HANGS HIMSELF IN GELL 


Burns Breaks Neck After 
Tying Strap to Beam and 
Throat and Leaping. 


FOUND BY POLICEMAN 


In a cell at the Sixth Precinct Police 
Station House late yesterday, John 
Burns, 88 years old, a prisoner, took 
his own life by hanging. 

Policeman G. L. Saunders, the station 
clerk, found the body shortly after 5:30 

o’clock. A leather strap was fastened 
about his neck and attached to the 
iron beams of the cell. Death, was due 
to a broken neck, Dr. N. J. Malinau, 
of the Casualty Hospital staff, who was 
summoned, declared. 

Burns was arrested shortly after 
10:30 o’clock in the morning by Po- 
liceman R. L. Jenkins. Charges of 
intoxication and disorderly conduct 
were placed against him, and he was 
lodged in a cell alone. 

Shortly before 5:30 o’clock, Police- 
man Saunders said, Burns requested 
a drink of water and this was brought 
to him. Ten minutes later, Saunders 
again visited the cel’ and discovered 
the body. 

Dr. Malinau expressed the opinion 
that Burns, after fastening the strap 
to the cell beams ana about his neck, 


leaped from the-iron cell cot, —oe 
his neck.

The Dawn’s call letters are WMU and 
the “interrupted continuous wave” de- 
scribed in the message identified the 
signals as being produced on the 
plane’s emergency set which has a 
range of 25 to 50 miles. 


Dirigible to Start Search 
For Dawn Off Cape Cod 


(Associated Press.) 


The Navy dirigible Los Angeles will 
start its search for the missing plane, 
the Dawn, early tomorrow at a point 20 
miles off Cape Cod, Lieut. Oomadr. 
Rosendahl, the airship’s commander, 
advised the Navy Department in a wire- 
less message tonight. 

The message sent from the Los 
Angeles while in flight read:

A ees also was received by the 
department from Rear Admiral An- 
drews at Boston, who said Assistant 
Secretary Warner, in charge of aero- 
nautics, was keeping in close touch 
with the Boston Navy Yard on the 
search, 

The Navy Department was requested 
by the Grayson rescue committee in 
New York to “extend its search over a 
500-mile radius off the coast.”

Halifax, N. &., Dec. 26 (A.P.).—Hope 
that the missing American amphibian 
plane, Dawn, with Mrs, Frances Wilson 
Grayson and three male companions 
aboard, may have landed in the lee of 
one of the outlying islands along the 
Nova Scotia coast was held out here 
today. 

Although this possibility was _ re- 
garded as a slim one, a check-up of 
these islands was begun and C. H. 
Harvey, agent of the marine and fish- 
erles department here, said his departt- 
ment undoubtedly would dispatch a 


steamer to the rescue, if necessary, upon 


receipt of definite information as to 
the plane’s position. 

Intensive . efforts were initiated by 
government wireless stations to locate 
the plane when the officer in charge 
of the Sable Island station reported 
shortly after midnight that he had 
heard the Dawn’s radio at 9:45 p. m.., 
E S. T., last night. The plane reported 
that something had gone wrong. The 
message, however, did not state the 
plane’s position. 

One theory was that the Dawn may 
have come down early Saturday morn- 
ing but had not succeeded in making 
her wireless heard before last night. 


No Word Through Night. 


The government wireless stations at 
Cape Race, “N. F.; North Sydney, N. S., 
and Canso, N. S., reported this morning 
that they had received no word 
through the night of the missing 
plane, the crew of which included be- 
sides Mrs. Grayson, Lieut. Oskar Om- 
dal, pilot; Brice Goldsborough, navi- 
gator, and Fred Koshler, Wright motcr 
expert. 

The plane left Roosevelt Field, N. Y., 
on Friday for Harbor Grace, N. F., 
whence Mrs. Grayson was to hop off on 
a winter flight to Croyden, England. 

In connection with the speculation 
on the possibility that the plane may 
have descended in the lee of one of the 
outlying islands along the coast, it was 
pointed out that there are lighthouses 
on most of these islands and commu- 
nication with the shore could. have 
been established by those in the Dawn 
within a few hours. 

It was feared that in the évent of a 
landing on the ocean it would have 
been impossible for the Dawn to come 
through the rough water that prevailed 
off the coast from early Saturday morn- 
ing until late last night. 

At noon today, numerous telegraph 
and wireless stations, answering queries 
broadcast by the government stations, 
reported that nothing whatever to in- 
dictate that a plane had been seen or 
heard had been picked up.

The train, Padre, left Oakland for 
Los Angeles at 9:02, 22 minutes late, 
with the special Hickman car attached. 


He Appears Resigned. 


Hickman appeared composed and 
seemed resigned and indifferent. A 
large crowd gathered about the train 
at Benicia and watched the ar. 

At the Sixteenth street station in 
Oakland another large crowd was pres- 
ent. Hickman was seen there as he 
was being led from the special car to 
the photographers. There were a few 
erles from the cruwd, but no unusual 
commotion. 

The Hickman special car was trans- 
ferred from the Cascade Limited at 
Oakland Pier and placed immediately 
behind the baggage cars of the Padre, 
which is due in Los Angeles at 9:40 
tomorrow morning. The train was held 
22 minutes awaiting the arrival of the 
Cascade Limited from the north. 

Travelers and commuters crowded- 
about the train as it started toward 
Los Angeles, but Hickman could not 
be seen then, as the blinds in the car 
had been drawn. 

Milton Carlson, handwriting expert 
criminalogist, had connected Hick- 
man’s statements concerning “Andrew 
Cramer” wi.h the possibility that the 
prisoner had read of the White Chapel 
murders in London in 1881, in that 
case a Man whose name was Andrew 
Framer was charged with the murder 
and mutilation of several young women. 
Hickman admitted the Cramer he 
sought to blame might have spelled 
his name with a “K,” as in the White 
Chapel cases. 

His motive in the kidnaping was to 
get $1,500 to go to college, Hickman 
said. 

He killed Marian by strangling her 
with a towel. He knotted it about her 
throat and pulled tightly for two min- 
utes before she was unconscious. | 


Cut Hole in Her Throat. 


Then he took a pocketknife and cut a 
hole in her throat. 

Then he cut off each, arm at the el- 
bow. Then he cut her legs off at the 
knees. He put the limbs in a cabinet. 

He cut up the body in his room at 
the Bellevue Arms Apartments. 

Then he removed the clothing and 
cut the body through at the waist. 

He put it on a shelf in the dressing 
room. He placed a towel_in the body 
to drain the: blood. . 


Powdered Her Face. 


He wrapped up the exposed ends of 
the arms and waist with paper. 

He combed back her hair, powdered 
her face and then with a needle fixed 
her eyelids. 

He did this because he realized that 
he would lose the reward if he did not 
have the body to produce to her father. 

Hickman said he wrote the “last 
chance” note to Parker. 

He went to Loew’s State Theater in 
the afternoon after slaying the girl. 

Hickman returned about 5:30 o’clock 
p m., took all parts of the body down | 
tu the .car, which was parked by a side 
entrance, hurried-out Sunset Boulevard 
and turned into Elysian Park, where 
he disposed of the limbs. 

Then he took the torso in a suilt- 
case, parked his car on Fifth street, 
drove around to see that there were 
no police in sight. 


Turned License Plates. 


He stopped between Fifth and Sixth 
on Marshall and took the suitcase out. 
Next he turned the ends of his license 
plates, so that the numbers would not 
be easily distinguished. 

He put a handkerchief over his face 
and waited for Perry M. Parker whom 
oF py telephoned to meet him with 
$1,500. - 

When he saw Parker he showed his 
sawed-off shotgun and told Parker to 
keep quiet. He raised the head of the 
girl and asked for the money. 

. Hickman said he drové ahead and left 
the body. He then drove to Park and 
Grand avenue, where he parked the car. 


Had a Meal; Went to Bed. 


He then went to Leighton’s cafe and

At Dunsmuir, the first stop in the 
State where the kidnaping and brutal 
killing of Marian was carried out, a 
crowd of 2,000 milled around the train 
in an effort to get a glimpse of the 
prisoner.

Hickman was in good spirits when 
his breakfast was served at 8:30 and 
he showed that his appetite was good 
by consuming a full portion of French 
toast, prunes, cornmeal muffins and a 
little milk. ; 

Keen rivalry developed among the 
dining car waiters for the privilege of 
taking food to the notorious prisoner. 
Four of them were engaged in a some- 
what lively argument when Harry G. 
Kinch, Southern Pacific passenger 
-agent, interceded and picked out 
Charles Wandover, head waiter, and R. 
C. Dawson for the job. 


Paper Reports Admissions. 


Portland, Oreg., Dec. 26 (A. P.).—The 
Telegram says today it has learned on 
good authority that William Edward’ 
Hickman has confessed to Los Angeles 
authorities that he alone is responsible 
for the murder of little Marian Parker 

That it became necessary for him to 
do away with her because he had “told 
her too much” was the reason given 
by Hickman, it is understood, for the 
crime. 

The crime was committed in a manner 
that is even more gruesome than the 
public has been led to believe, the Tele- 
gram said, and it is deemed advisable 
by the Los Angeles officials to withhold 
the confession until Hickman is secure- 
ly locked behind jail doors, for fear 
that the details would fan into flame 
the embers of the slumbering spirit’ of 
resentment that is said to have taken 
hold of the Los Angeles populace. _ 

“We will have no statement to make,” 
said James Davis, Los Angeles chief of 
police, when questioned about the 
confession last night. 

“Do you deny that a confession has 
been made?” he was asked. 

“We will make no btatement now,” 
he reiterated. 

Asa Keyes, district attorney, merely 
stated, when asked about the reported 
confession, that he could say nothing 
at present. 


Slaying Not Intended. 


Hickman contended that he did not 
intend to murder Marian Parker, the 
Telegram learned. “I had no intention 
of doing *her harm,” he is quoted as 
having said, “But after 1 let her find 
out who I was, that I had worked at 
the bank and all that, I knew that if 
she ever saw her father again they 
would know who I was and get me. 
There was nothing else to do.” 

It was also intimated that Hickman 
did not commit the actual murder in 
the Bellevue Arms Apartment, but killed 
the girl elsewhere nearby, and then took 
the body to the apartment and there 
mutilated it. 

According to the alleged confession, 
Hickman committed no outrage upon 
the body of the girl. He used drugs to 
put her to sleep and purposely admin- 
istered an overdose prior to commit- 
ting the deed, which is described by 
one Los Angeles official as “too awful 
to talk about.” ; 

In his alleged confession, the Tele- 
gram stated, Hickman says he cut up 
the body with intention of disposing oi 
it, but later realizeed that he could not 
obtain: the $1,500 unless he presented 
the girl to the father, whereupon he 
reconstructed the body as best he could 
to make it appear that Marian was still 


alive,

REMUS JURY'S ACTIONS 


Special Meeting Is. Summon- 
ed at Cincinnati to Discuss 
Noted Case. 


CALLED UNPRECEDENTED 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 26 (A.P.).—A 
special meeting of the Cincinnati Bar 
Association has been called for Thurs- 
Gay night to discuss. the action of the 
jury that tried George Remus, former 
“king of bootleggers,” for the slaying 
of his estranged wife, Imogene Holmes 
Remus. 

Judge Walter A. Ryan, president of 
the Cincinnati Bar Association, said to- 
night that possibly a committee would 
be appointed to investigate develop- 
ments following the trial. 

It was said the verdict of the jury 
in the case itself is thought to be fairly 
characteristic of the sentimentalism of 
American juries, but its action in peti- 
tioning the trial judge, Chester R. 
Shook, in behalf of John S. Berger, a 
defense witness, who was indicted on 
the charge of perjury, and petitioning 
Probate Judge William H. Lueders in 
behalf of Remus himself, was unpre- 
cedented in American jurisprudence. 

It is thought the chief discussion 
would be on obtaining a higher type of 
veniremen, Judge Ryan said, 

Special attention is expected to be 
given recommendations to the Ohio 
State Bar Association at its annual 
meeting next month for sweeping re- 
forms in the jury system in Cincinnati 
and possibly in all Ohio courts. 

One civic body, the Cincinnatius As- 
sociation, already has begun an inves- 
tigation of rumors to the effect that 
instead of a uniform drawing for jurors 
it has been customary to call only a 
certain group, and that too often juries 
have been composed month in and 
month out of “repeaters.” 

The jurors in the Remus trial re- 
turhed a verdict of not guilty “on the 
sole ground of insanity.” 

They later petitioned Judge Shook 
to quash the indictment against. Berger. 

Judge Shook declined to consider the 
petition and ordered the jurors to 
apologize for their act in court to- 
morrow. Berger also was ordered to 
appear for sentence on the perjury 
charge.

Coolidge in Speech to State 
New Policy of. U.S. for 
Better Understanding. 


ENDURING MONUMENT 
IS SEEN IN PROPOSAL 


_Lindbergh’s Good Will Flying 


Expected to Pave Way for 
American Gesture. 


President Coolidge is about to ad- 
dréss himself to an undertaking which, 
if attended with a successful issue, will 
remain an enduring monument to his 
administration. 


He has set out to establih a better 
undertanding and closer community of 
interests between the United States and 
the other American republics, to re- 
move causes of friction, to break down 
racial and cultural barriers and to pro- 
mote joint enterprises of intercourse of 
common benefit to the countries of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

The President will initfate this latest 
Coolidge policy in foreign affairs un- 
der impressive circumstances in opening 
the sixth Pan-American conference at 
Havana, Cuba, on January 16. 

Accompanied by Secretary of State 
Kellogg and other officials, Mr. Coolidge 
will leave Washington January 13 for 
Key West by rail, where he will board a 
battleship for the passage to Havana. 
While in Havana he will be the guest 
cf President Machado at the palace, 
and will be the center of a program of 
colorful ceremonies inaugurating the 
conference in exchanges of felicitations 
among the participating states. 

The address in which President Cool- 
idge will open the conference is ex- 
pected to be a notable, perhaps a his- 
toric, utterance. In it the President 
will enunciate not only the attitude of 
the United States toward the other 
American republics but his conception 
of the basis of the interdependent re- 
lationship of the countries of the New 
World and the possibilities of future 
progress and benefit to be derived from 
a& more intensively cultivated inter- 


course. 

The object of the President in mak- 
ing this gesture is to allay the feel- 
ings of distrust of the United: States 
prevalent in many Latin-American 
countries which are engendered by 
many policies in protection of American 
rights and interests chiefly in Mexico 
and the Caribbean region and in the 
preservation of order in neighboring 
backward countries. 


Fomented by Agitators. 


This distrust, fomented in some in- 
stances by Latin-American agitators for 
selfish purposes, flamed up anew last 
winter as a result of the warnings given 
Mexico against confiscation of Amer- 
icdn property and of the intervention 
by. the Coolidge administration in the 
Nicaraguan revolution. 

It was the experience of the President 
and the repercussion in Latin-America 
from his Mexican and Nicaraguan poli- 
cies that impressed him with the wis- 
dom of seeking a better accord withiour

LOSS IN MANUFACTURES 


(Associated Press). 
Industrial activity and freight car- 
loadings declined further in November, 
while retail trade showed more than 
the usual seasonal increase, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board announced yester- 
day in a summation for the month. 
The general level of wholesale com-~ 
modity prices, after advancing for four 
months, the board said, remained prac- 
tically unchanged in October and No- 
vember. 

“Output of manufactures and min- 
erals in November and the combined 
index of production, after adjustments 
for customary seasonal variations,” the 
statement continued, “fell below the 
1923-1925 average for the first time 
since 1924. The largest decline was 
in the output of automobiles owing 
largely to preparation for production 
of new models. Iron and steel produc- 
tion also has deviined further and in 
November was the lowest since 1924. 
“In December, however, inquiries for 
iron and steel increased. Textile mill 
activity was curtailed. slightly in No- 
vember *but continued at a higher level 
than in previous years. There were 
decreases in the production of coal, 
building materials, leather and shoes. 
Building contract awards showed sea- 
sonal declines in November and the 
first two weeks of December and were 
slightly smaller than in the corre- 
sponding period of last year.”

Richmond, Va., Dec. 26.—Whether C. 

Bascom Slemp, Republican leader of 
this State, plans to run for Congress 
next year is the subject of considerable 
discussion in political circles in this 
State. There-are reports that he will 
take advantage of/ the situation ex- 
pected to be created by the nomination 
of Gov. Sm'‘th by the Democrats to 
seek to rege... the ninth district for 
the Republicans. 

At the same time, and seeming to fit 
in with the situation, are reports that 
Representative Peery, the Democratic 
incumbent, wants to retire. In polit- 
ical circles it is said: that Peery wants 
to retire for the same reason that 
motivated Slemp’s renunciation back 
in 1920—the apprehension that he 
would not be reelected. 

Admittedly Peery is the only Demo-~ 
crat who would have a chance of 
carrying the district and Slemp is said 
to be the only Republican who oould 
carry it. It appears to be a toss-up 
between Peery and Slemp, with neither 
relishing the idea of running against 
the other. But, if Peery should con- 
sider conditions unpropitious and re- 
fuse to enter the race, it is believed 
here that Slemp would again go after’ 
the seat. 

For many years, from 1907 to 1921, 
in fact, Slemp’s supremacy in the ninth 
district was unquestioned. Then came 
the exposure of the “Dear Ben” letters 
and shortly afterward Slemp an- 
nounced his desire to retire. It was 
just about this time that Harry F. 
Byrd, the present governor, became 
chairman of the State Democratic 
committee and, when Slemp retired, 
he was largely instrumental in bringing 
the district into the Democratic camp. 


Heads Party in Virginia. 


It has been there ever since and th 
capturing of it is said to be one of 
Byrd’s chief claims to State fame. Be- 
fore he became governor that was con- 


sidered his greatest accomplishment. 

Some of Slemp’s friends say that it 
behooves him to seek to recapture the 
district to retain his influence in the 
Republican rar As things stand at 
present he i~ leoked upon as being the 
boss of the party in the State. It has 
not the control of any of the districts. 
The belie” is ratr-- ~-~erel that if he 
does go in the race he can win the 
ninth district and by so doing he will 
enhance his position in the Republican 
party. 

There is considerabl speculation 
here, too, as to who Slemp plans to 
support .1 the Repuh ican presidential 
priiaary. His support means the entire 
State delegation of fifteen, There have 
teen ~-~orts thet he was in favor of 
Hoc-cr and ‘ports app.rctly just as 
authoritative that he frivored Dawes, 
No one seems to Fnow just which way 
h* will go. 


Led in- Draft Movement. 


Until President Coolidge’s most re- 
cent statement which is generally con- 
sidered to have definitely eliminated 


him, Slemp was one of the Ikading 
spirits in tne “draft “oolidge move- 
ment.” Even now he points out that 
the President has not yet said any- 
thing to preclude any c” his friends 
seeking to draft him if they think such 


‘| action would be in the best interest of 


the party. As to whether he plans to 
hoid his delegates hoping for such a 
contingency, however, is another mat- 
ter. 

Slemp’s influence at one time was 
looked upon as extending across his 
State’s borders and he is still consid- 
ered to have some influence among 
Southern delegates. His support of 
either Hoover or Dawes though, would 
not cause the Souther: delegates, or 
even a majority of them, to fall in 
line. His greatest influence among 
them, it is pointed out was when he 
w2s secretary to President Coolidge.

Among the first wit- 
nesses will be Frank Y. McLaughlin, 
who has been ‘n Mexico for the 
Foundation Co., a New York structural 
concern, and jis also understood to 
have information respecting the El sol 
Oil Co., the Mexican company which 
Robert H. Murray referred ’ last week 
in his testimony -especting Joseph De 
Courcy, New York Times correspondent, 
recently expeiled from Mexico by *he 
Calles government. 


De Courcy Ready to Testify. 


De Courcy has heen here ready to 
testify but has gone back to New York 
after hearing that he ‘ould not pe 
wanted by the committee for several 
days. In his testimony, Murray swore 
that he was told by Migeul Avila, the 
native Mexican who procured the <1i- 
leged documents for Hearst, that De 
Courcy fabricated cne particular docu- 
ment linking Murray. with financial 
dealings with the El Sol Co. 

There are increas'n,, indications that 
the committee’s investigation will 
bring to the spotlight m-ny unusual 
and contradictory statements from wit- 
nesses respecting the intrigues and 
counterintrigues that hare hone,- 
combed recent Mexican °ffairs. 

The committee so far has found it 
difficult to restrict these spreading 
ramifications without risking the pos- 
sible loss of information which might 
shed light on the alleged documents 
and their origin. Thus far, there has 
been no testimony to support the 
charge that any part of the alleged 
$1,216,000 slush fund was either re- 
ceived by a United States senator or 
really set aside for any one of them. 


No Corroborating Testimony. 


Likewise, the committee readily ad- 
mits that there has been no corrobora- 
tive evidence to show that the alleged 
documents are authentic, and much evi- 
dence -to the contrary.

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Dementia Praecox Has Drop- 
ped 15 Per Cent Since 1915, 
Says Ruggles. 


SEES END OF CONDITION 


New Haven, Conn.; Dec. 26 (A.P.).— 
The mental condition, dementia prae- 
cox, at one time known as “adolescent 
insanity,” is gradually being conquered. 
asserts Dr. Arthur H. Ruggles, noted 
psychiatrist, writing in Mental Hygiene 
News, the official organ of the Con- 
necticut Society for Mental Hygiene. 
Dr. \Ruggles is consultant in mental 
hygiene and lecturer in psychiatry at 
Yale University. 

“Since the description of dementia 
praecox about 1900 by the German 


psychiatrist, Dr. Kraepelin,” Dr. Rug- 
gles says, “cases of dementia praecox 
have filled our mental hospitals. Previ- 
ous to 1900 this form of mental dis- 
ease had been called adolescent. in- 
sanity. Not much was known about it 
then. 

“From 1900 to 1915, about'40 per cent 
of the cases in our mental hospitals 
were diagnosed as dementia praecox. 
The percentage of dementia praecox 
cases in our hospitals has diminished 
since 1915 until today only about 25 
per cent are thus classified, 

“With an improvement of our meth- 
ods of treatment, with an increased 
knowledge of the individual case, we 
may hope in time to wipe out a large 
part of the specter of hopelessness and 
mental deterioration in an increasing 
number of these 'cases,”

Americans who cherish good relations 


with the republics of this hemisphere are | 


determined that the foundation of peace 
and stability shall not be disturbed. 
Therefore they will not permit other 
Americans to delude the people of Latin 
America by false expect&tions. 

Latin America should not be induced to 
believed that the sixth Pan-American 
conference at Havana will modify or 
abolish the Monroe Doctrine. Any at- 
tempt in this direction will fail. 

The Monroe Doctrine insures the peace 
and stability of this hemisphere. The 
United States will not suffer this doctrine 
to be disturbed. 

The commission of jurists which met 
at Rio de Janeiro last. spring adopted a 
program to be submitted to the Pan- 
American conference. The commission 
was instructed to consider matters of -in- 
’ ternational law, in the hope that some 
progress might be made in securing the 
concurrence of governments on points not 
touching political questions. But the 
commission went far out of its way and 
drew up a draft of'a treaty which pro- 
poses to transform the Pan-American 
Union into a political league, with unde- 
fined powers of “conciliation” in dealing 
with disputes between New World na- 
tions. 

Before the Pan-American conference 
becomes involved in a discussion of this 
treaty or any other political proposal, it 
should be thoroughly understood that the 
United States will not permit the creation 
of a political league of nations in this 
hemisphere. 

. This Republic will not agree to consult 
other nations in matters affecting the 
safety or independence of the United 
States. It will not agree to accept the 
advice of other nations as to the manner 
in which it will perform its own duty. 

The independence of neighboring re- 
publics is safé against the aggression of 
the United States. This Nation will con- 
tinue to keep it safe against the aggres- 
sion of other powers. In order to make 
its policy effective it will decide for itself 
when, where and how it shall act. It will 
not have any partners in the enforce 
ment of the Monroe Doctrine. 

President Coolidge made it clear that 
aggression by one government in this 
hemisphere against another will meet the 
opposition of the United States. He is 
supported by the American people in this 
interpretation of America’s duty. 

Nicaragua will not pass under the dom- 
ination of Mexico while the United States 
endures.

A JAUNT TO VENUS. 


Robert Condit, of Condit, Ohio, self-eteled 
engineer and chemist, has announced that he 
will essay a journey to the planet Venus some 
time next month. His vehicle will be a mys- 
terious machine with which he has been ex- 
perimenting for the last fifteen years. Its mo- 
tive power will be derived from an explosive 
used as a direct propeller. After passing 
through the earth’s atmosphere, estimated at 
between 35 and 40 miles, a ‘‘network of units 


‘ capable of being polarized. with the attraction 


of other planets and orbits of meteor streams 
other than the earth’”’ will be brought into play 
to propel the machine forward or upwari at 
the rate of 3,600 miles a minute, 

Since history began man has been interested 
in the planets: He has wondered if life exists 
thereon, and whether, if it does, it* constitutes 
a civilization equal to or surpassing his own. 
Time and again some hardy soul has hoped 
to reach the stars. Never, so far as is known, 
has the feat been attempted; but no one has 
possessed a machine such as Mr. Condit has de- 
veloped. 

Tremendous interest will follow his adven- 
ture, beside which the journey of Lindbergh 
from New York to Paris stands as less than a 
morning’s jaunt to. the office. Mr. Condit is 
going in for a real long-distance nonstop 
flight. May his machine work as well in re- 
verse as he is convinced it will work in for- 
ward gear! It would be a pity if, after he had 
conducted his researches on the planet Venus, 
he would suddenly discover that he had no 
way to return to Mother Earth, 


MONEY IN PRIMARIES. 


Legislation designed to limit primary ex- 
penses of Senators and Representatives is be- 
ing prepared for consideration by Congress. 
Gifford Pinchot, who since his defeat.for the 
Senate in Pennsylvania, has been acting as 
voluntary ald and advisor to Congress, appears 
as the author of the suggested remedy. The 
proposal, according to the authority from which 
it springs, will cure ‘‘corruption of the ballot.” 

“Obviously,” says Mr. Pinchot, ‘“‘money 
enough to conduct a campaign in Nevada, with 
less than 100,000 people, or in Michigan, with 
4,000,000, would not get far in Pennsylvania 
with 10,000,000. Obviously again, the limit 
must be fixed at so much per inhabitant or per 
voter and not so much per State.” On this 
theory, which is of itself an admission “of 
weakness, a limit of ten cents per voter is ad- 
vanced as al] that may be honestly and legiti- 
mately spent. It is interesting to note in this 
connection that the amount which would be 
legal in Pennsylvania under this plan is some 
several thousand dollars less than Mr. Pin- 
chot reported in his unsuccessful campaign for 
the Senate,

The suggested remedy is nothing of the sort. 
It is impossible to say for the. Nation as a 
whdle that a man in California and one in 
Maine must be governed by exactly the same 
conditions, leaving out of consideration local 
problems which may be as far apart as the 
two sections are geographically. As long as 
the direct primary is retained the test should 
be, not how much was spent, but how it was 
spent. Fraud and corruption need only be 
proved to disqualify a candidate, but he should 
not be eanvicted on surmise. If some such 
measure can not be applied to the direct pri- 
mary, it would be better to do away with it. 
Then certainly the difficulties that have come 
in its train would be eliminated, 
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SEEKING CRIMINAL ALIENS. 


Operations of professional killers have be- 
come the subject of governmental consideration. 
Representatives of the Departments of Justice 
and Labor have combined their resources in 
an effort to put an end to the murder trust. 


- 


| The majority of these gangsters are believed 


to be aliens imported for their bloody work, 
aliens who entered this country unlawfully. 
They can, in consequence, be deported, without 
stopping to try them for crime, 

There has been evidence in the past few 
years that the number of hired assassins has 
increased. Many homicides in New York, Chi- 
cago and other large cities have been traced 
to these professionals. Individuals engaged in 
liquor and-drug peddling have not hesitated to 
employ men to kill those who ‘‘knew too much.” 
Business rivals have been “taken for a ride’’ 
and executed deliberately by hired gangsters. 

There are other uses for these criminals. 
The Government is frequently unable to make 
a case against captured murderers because 
witnesses have been so intimidated as to refuse 
to testify. Circumstances in these cases point 
to the employment of gangsters to terrorize 
those who might aid in the enforcement of the 
law. 

In the light of such conditions, it is not sur- 
prising that the Government is taking steps 
to put an end to these outrages, The immigra- 
tion laws of this country were drawn so as to 
insure the entry of desirable aliens. This is 
being accomplished where the foreigners sub- 
ject themselves to the process of selection pro- 
vided for under the law. The loopholes along 
the borders and coasts, and even at the ports, 
admit the more dangerous-visitors. The great 
majority of those smuggled in are of the type 
that will never make good American citizens. 
They, were criminals already, and conditions 
in the United States only permit them greater 
scope for their criminal activities. Such men 
as are already here should be apprehended and 
deported. It is fully as important to see that 
no more of their class gain admission to the 
United States. 


TRICKERY IN RADIO. 


The Federal Radio Commission has. been 
forced to issue a statement on the general sub- 
ject of trafficking in time allotments. In cer- 
tain instances identical broadcasting channels 
have been granted to more than one station, 
to be utilized on a part-time basis. Instead of 
using all the time alloted, it has become 
known that a few stations have entered into 
agreements with their channel partners to 


transfer, for a cash consideration, such por- 
tion of their time as they have no use for. 
Under the radio law, the commission points 
out, assignment of channels and time is made 
on the basis of public service. Any station 
that does not use its full time allotment has 
no right to sell any part that is left over. Any 
other station that believes it has a right to it 
has only to apply to the commission, and, on 
evidence that the time applied for is unused, 
tre commission itself will make the transfer. 

Time in the air is not private property. 
Even though it is assigned to a specific station 
by the commission it still belongs to the gen- 
eral public. Sale of public property is illegal 
Although there is no precedent to follow, and 
although it might not be easy to dis¢over a 
statute that may be applicable, stations that 
have sold part of the privilege granted by the 
Radio Commission, thus turning public prop- 
erty to their own financial advantage, can be 
brought to book. 

Time divisions were adopted as part of the 
Radio Commission’s policy as a compromise, 
despite the fact that they are uneconomic, so 
that as many of the existing stations as possi- 
ble might have been accommodated. If 
broadcasters persist in misusing the privilege, 
it should be withdrawn forthwith.

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Cattlemen, Lured by Huge 
Profits in Sheep, Change 
Views on Subject. 


DEADLINE DAYS BLCODY 


Cheyenne, Wyo., Dec. 26 (A.P.).—The 
Wyoming cattleman is rapidly over- 
coming his huge distaste for sheep, 
sheep dogs, sheep erders, sheep 
owners and anything connected with 
wool growing. 

Profits in sheep and losses in cattle 
have been a big factor in turning many 
cattlemen into sheepmen and making 


. Wyoming second: only to Texas in wool 


production. But the bloody warfare 
of a few decades ago is vivid in many 
memories and the Sublette County 
“deadline” which divided two live- 
stock domains was mentioned in a 
senatorial debate in the last legisla- 
ture. 

Cattlemen were first to establish 
ranches in upper Green River .vater- 
shed and as the sheepmen began to 


crowd in from the southwest they 
established a “deadline.” 

The sheepmen did not recognize this 
imaginary line and pushed their herds 
across it. One day in the spring of 
1904 a masked and heavily armed band 
bound five men and a boy with two 
herds of sheep on the south fork of 
Boulder Creek and clubbed 1,200 of 
the sheep to death. On their way to 
another ranch they killed a Mexican 
herder who failed to put up his hands 
and then slaughtered more sheep. 

In the Ten Sleep country in north- 
ern Wyoming a handful of sympa- 
thizers of cattlemen rode up to the 
camp of Joe Almond, called him out 
and shot him. His flock of sheep, 
placed at 2,300 head, was driven’ over 
the nearby cliffs or shot. M. A. Alex- 
ander and George Saban, two of. the 
invaders, were sentenced to serve 20 
to 26 years in the penitentiary for 
murder. Saban escaped in 1913 and 
Alexander was pardoned in 1917.

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German Language Expert Is 
Able to Handle 79 Differ- 
ent Languages. 


HAS THEORY OF SPEECH 


Berlin, Dec. 26 (AP.).—Two days 
sufficed for Tassilo. Schultheiss, in- 
Structor in Latin, Greek and Religion 
in Berlin high school, to acquire the 
dialect spoken by the natives of Tri- 
polis who staged a daily show at the 
Zoo. Schultheiss is familiar with 79 
languages and 250 dialects. 


“I went to hear what Tripolitan was 
like,” Schultheiss explained. “At first 
I could not make out a word, but after 
two solid days of intent lstening was 
able to invite several of the troupe to 
my home. We had a most delightful 
evening together. With every hour my 
Tripolitan vocabulary improved. The 
Tripolitans visited me several times 
after that.” 

Schultheiss, 36 years old, recently 
emigrated to Germany from Posen, Po- 
land. He believes that languages are 
mastered, not simply by acquiring a 
large vocabulary and the rules of 
grammar, but by getting at the in- 
tention behind the words. 

“We must get at the soul of a 
people,” he holds. “Then it becomes 
easy to comprehend what they are try- 
ing to convey through their language. 

“We need a science of the human 
language, a unification of all linguistic 
sciencés into one. Studying one lan- 
guage or group of languages, as is 
done today, does not afford an insight 
into the eminently practical problem 
of the human language and human 
character in general. 

“Language should be. studied and 
observed as an expression of the char- 
acter of a people. This is particularly 
necessary in our time, when the League 
of Nations brings people from all parts 
of the world to a common meeting 
place, and in this age of the radio, 
which broadcasts ideas expressed in 


every conceivable language.”

Telling Children. 
FTER reading several hundred re- 
A sponses to my recent request, I 
would teach sex hygiene to my 
children in the following ways. 


First, I would get a clear understand- 
ing of certain important biological and 
psychological facts concerning the sex 
instinct and its relation to human life. 
I would recognize that out of the orig- 
inal biological and psycholological facts 
concerning the sex instinct and its re- 
lation to human life. I would recog- 
nize that out of the original biological 
plan for double parentage of new indi- 
viduals there has developed through the 
ages of human life physical or spirit- 
ual love with all its splendid possi- 
bilities as found in the ideal family life. 
In this process of evolving from the bi- 
ological to the spiritual and psychic, 
the human race has moved toward so- 
cial and intellectual comradeship of the 
sexes quite independent of the biologi- 
cal meanings. 

Next I should acquire the words and 
ideals which can explain beautifully 
and simply the ideas and ideals. Barn- 
yard minds and barroom vocabularies 
furnish no basis for the helpful teach- 
ings of sex hygiene. Bringing sex out 
of the shadows of secrecy and deprav- 
ity is probably the greatest and most 
helpful accomplishment of the present 
social hygiene movement. AS a pa- 
rent thinketh on these matters so will 
be his teaching. 

I should try to realize that different 
children will respond to different ap- 
proaches. No standardization of sex in- 
struction is possible as is possible in 
the teaching of such a subject as chem- 
istry. Each child needs a somewhat 
different treatment. I should try to 
time my lessons so that the child is in 
the right mood to receive it. Parents 
will instinctively recognize these oppor- 
portunities. 

Starting the lesson early is a great 
help. Here some parents fail. Not 
having a vocabulary based upon beauty 
and imagery and not being accustomed 
to story telling, they fail to answer 
in figurative (but not evasive) and at- 
tractive words and ideas the questions 
that small youngsters naturally raise 
I appreciate this lack of vocabulary but 
wonder why parents do not read, “The 
Way Life Begins,” which, in beautiful 
language and illustrations, furnishes 
the very information for answering 
small youngsters. 

I should cross no bridges until 1 come 
to them. The sign of the bridge will 
have a question on it. To one child it 
may be Kittens, to another “my new 
brother,” to a third the hatching of 
eggs. Go slowly across the bridge.

der. He was treated at Emergency 
Hospital. Fireman Hull was treated at 
Garfield Hospital. 

The fire, according to Fire Department 
Officials, apparently originated in the 
basement near the elevator shaft. The 
flames, discovered shortly after 4:30 
o’clock yesterday morning by Robert 
Newell, colored, assistant janitor, rapid- 
ly ate their way up the elevator shaft 
and nearby air shaft. 

Although most of the damage from

As soon as the first com- 
panies arrived on the scene, a second 
third, fourth and a fifth alarm were 
sounded. 


Sounded Through Precaution. 


The additional alarms were sounded 
as a precaution. The fourth floor was 
slightly damaged from fire and the 
losses on the other floors were caused 
mostly by water. ;

800, as compared with 2,701,705 seven 
years ago. Philadelphia passed the 
2,000,000 mark with its estimate of 
2 035,900, and Detroit, next most popu- 
lous of American cities, attained an ap- 
proximate growth of 1,334,500. 
Cleveland was accredited with a pop- 
ulation of 972,500, St. Louis, 839,200; 
Boston, 793,100, and Pittsburgh, 665,500. 
Milwaukee, with its population of 536,- 


400, now becomes almost identical with 
Washington in size, through this city’s 
greater increase rate. Buffalo is now 
but 10,000 larger, although the differ- 
ence was nearly 40,000 in 1925. 

Toledo advanced to the 300,000 class 
ir. the bureau’s estimates, with an ap- 


proximate population of 305,400. There, 


were no changes in the relative posi- 
tions of the 400,000 group, including in 
its number Newark, 466,700; Minneapo- 
lis, 447,700; New Orleans, 424,400, and 
Cincinnati, 412,200. 


Miami in 100,000 Class. 


Miami, Jacksonville, Long Beach, 
Fort Wayne, and Knoxville found their 
way into the 100,000-class cities, in- 
creasing the number in this group to 
52. There were a number of changes in 
relative positions in this group. Syra- 
cuse skipped three places to the top of 
the list, Tulsa jumped several places to 
lead Grand Rapids, while Dayton and 
Norfolk went above Memphis. Yonkers 
left Kansas City behind, Camden took 
the lead over Fall River, and Flint rose 
above Nashville. San Diego and Duluth 
passed Reading. Spokane and Canton 
fell behind El Paso and Tampa took 
the lead over Utica, Lynn and Takoma. 

Led by Savannah, with 99,700, 9 cities

Although, in general, rates of growth 
in the decade ended ‘1920, were fol- 
lowed in computing populations, the es- 
timates were based on the average an- 
nual increase from 1920 to 1925, where 
cities were in States taking a 1925 
Allowance was made for any 
annexations or detachments of territory 
No estimates were made in cities where 
exceptional conditions of growth 
showed that bureau approximates were 
far from correct. Nor were they made 
for four cities whose population de- 
creased between 1910 and 1920, and for 
nine others whose population decreased 
between 1920 and State enumerations

The Commissioners are considering 
what, if any, amendments to the Zihl- 
man bill they will propose. They have 
discussed having the committee report 
biennially a raio to prevail for two years 
each time, insteady of annually, and a 
proposed change in the make-up of the 
committee so that it would consist of 
the chairman of the District commit- 
tees and o?7 the appropriations commit- 
tees of both houses, the director of the 
budget, a Commissioner and one pri- 
v te citizen. 

Since they first discussed this pro- 
posed amendment favorably, however. 
the Commissioners are : -ported as hav- 
ing withheld judgment pending an ef- 
fort to draft some other kind of amend- 
ment. 

Throughout their consideration of 
the Zihlman bill to the present, the 
Commissioners have not referred the 
question to the council for advice, and 
it has not been announced, when they 
finally agree on a proposed amendment 
to the ZihIman bill, whether or not they 
will submit it to the council for rec- 
ommendation before reporting it to the 
House committee.

TO CONCILIATE MATE 


Found in Kitchen With Gas 
Jets Open When Police 


Break Down Doors. 


Attempting suicide yesterday after- 
noon in an effort to effect a reconcilia- 
ion between himself and his estranged 
wife, Frank Henry Bates, 32 years old, 
411 Buchanan street northwest, nar- 
rowly escaped death from gas poisoning 
in the kitchen of his wife’s apartment, 
622 Orleans place northeast. 

After battering down the front door 
to the residence and the kitchen door, 
police of the Ninth Precinct, directed 
by J. M. Horten, rescued Bates, who 
was sitting beside the range with all 
the jets open.

After being revived, 
Bates told the police he had not in- 
tended to take his life, but had locked 
himself in the kitchen and turned on 
the gas to arouse his estranged wife's 
sympathy. She was not home at the 
time.

MANDRAGOLA. By Nicolla Machia- 


velli, translated by Stark Young. (The . 


Macaulay Co., New York.) 
Students of the works of Machiavelli 
will be glad to secure this first English 


translation of one of his most famous 
plays, which was first produced in the 
sixteenth century. 

Not the least interesting part of the 
book is the short. resume of the life of 
Machiavelli written by T. Babington 
Macaulay. Mr. Macaulay points out 
that it is doubtful whether any name 
in literary history is so generally odious 
as that of the man whose character and 
writings he considers. The terms in 
which he is commonly described seem 
to imply that he was the “Tempter,” 
the “Evil Principle,” the “Discoverer of 
Ambition and Revenge,” the original 
“Inventor of Perjury,” and ghat before 
the publication of his fatal “Prince” 
there had never been a hypocrite, a ty- 
rant, a traitor, a simulated virtue or a 
convenient crime. 

In this learned essay on the life and 
work of the statesman-poet and his in- 
fluence on the literature of the cen- 
turles. Mr. Macaulay has been very 
logical and shows the extent of the 
study he has made of his subject by 
the masterfulness with which he han- 
dles it. 

Machiavelli’s works were miscon- 
strued by the ignorrant, misrepresented 
by the learned, censured by the church, 
abused with all the rancor of a simu- 
lated virtue.by the minions of a base 
despotism and the priests of a baser 
superstition, according to his biog- 
rapher. 

“The name of the man,” he writes, 
“whose genius had illuminated all of 
the dark places of policy, and to whose 
patriotic wisdom an oppressed people 
had owed their last chance of emanci- 
pation and revenge, passed into a prov- 
erb of infamy. For more than 200 
years his bones lay undistinguished. At 
length an English nobleman paid the 
last honors to the greatest statesman in 
Florence.” 


WHY STOP LEARNING. By Dorothy 
Canfield Fisher. (Harcourt Brace &
